>WER than aU else IB London's charity casual ward; there Is oa« 
only three streets away; in coming into a stone-flagged room th*- 
"casual" is stripped and put into a bath, -while Ms clothes ar* 
"stored." Then he gets supper—unsweetened "skilly" and ft 
slice of bread; no drink—not even water is given him, a queer, 
cruel privation. 
His bed is of planks in a stone cell. They 


wake him early, give him gruel and bread again, and set mm^ u» 


work. If he comes oftener than once in a month, he must "stay in four «»}»' 
in any .case he must do a dars work by way of payment. He breafesrts?;"f" 
or picks oakum. The stones are worth less when broken tnan before, uajnim 
ta these days of iron ships is of no use or value. The work is heart-breafcing, 
because it is empty and useless. In fact, the casual ward has been designea 
for the purpose of keeping casuals a\vay. In all London (as you know) omr 
11 000 are desperate enough to accept this hospitality; there are thrice a»- 
many who prefer to walk the streets. They sleep under the arches, by tne- 
rivefside, against a dark wall

Limit Emigration 


Senator IDillinfrtiam, of Vermont. 
i: constant and longcontinued drain upon the rural population 
from which class the great majority of emigrants come, and the- 
general prosperity which now prevails have produced a scarcity 
of farm labor, and, it is claimed, the agricultural industry is suf- 
fering in consequence. 
Because of this scarcity of labor the- 


condition of zhose remaining at home has, to a degree, been im- 
proved, but the general condition is causing much alarm among 


land-owcors, and a strong sentiment against emigration has developed. A very 
large proportion of male emigrants leave their native countries at a time when 
they are liable to military service, and this constitutes a strong objection to- 
such emigrants. 
On the contrary, it is true taat, in some parts of Europe- 


at least, emigration is not without its attending benefit, and this is recognized 
and considered. 
For example, there is a decided tendency on the part of 


aliens of certain nationalities to send back to their native countries a large 
part of their earnings in the United States. The total amount of money thus 
transferred each year Is enormous, and the greater part of it goes to countries 
where it is muck needed,-and therefore highly appreciated. 
Added to this is a 


desire on the part of nearly all the seaboard countries of Europe to build up 
a merchant marine, and as the carrying of emigrants is in many cases essen- 
tial to the success of such enterprises the attitude of suet- governments to- 
ward emigration is affected accordingly. These are the real forces that con- 
trol the situation in Europe today, and the trend of aitairs indicates that more 
attention and greater supervision of emigration on the part of the countries 
most concerned will result. 


The Craze for Pearl Hunting

[WEXTY years ago a pearl craze started in Wisconsin. E-. .ry one 


dug clams. Mills stopped and the \vater was drawn from the mill 
ponds that the people might get the mussels more easily. Pre- 
vious to 1SS5, according to the government report $300,000 worth 
of pearls vrere found in Wisconsin—Sugar River alone yielding 
$10,000 before becoming exhausted. 
At that time river pearls, 


were not valued as highly as "Orientals," but now they are eager- 


ly bought by jewelers. Several years ago button factories were established at 
various points on the Mississippi River. Men collected clanis and sold the- 
shells to these factories to be made into pearl buttons. Some pearls were found 
and another craze soon started. Men flocked to the river from all walks of life. 
White men, red men, black men, brown men and women, all came, though after 
a month of sun, wind and river-water coffee, racial characteristics were not con- 
spicuous. 


In the summer of 1902 it was said that 20,000 men Tvere clamming on the 


Mississippi and its tributaries. In the spring of the next Tear tae. rush was even 
greater, but this did not last long. 
Owing to the overnshing of the previous 


season the market was already overstocked and the price of shells had drop- 
per so low that by July comparatively few boats Tvere at v»-crk. Many enormous 
beds that -were thought inexhaustible had given out, the shell buyers rejected so 
many shells (only about a quarter of those caught were salable even at the low 
prices then prevailing) that in the latter part of the season the river was almost 
deserted.—From "Clamming Along the Mississippi," in The Outing Magazine.

If there is anything that a man who depends for his 
daily bread upon his daily work, who is saving little by little out of his earn- 
ings to build up a competency, if there is anything that that man should in- 
sist upon it is that we d^al with every question with inexorable fairness, In- 
sisting upon deliberation, insisting patiently upon the ascertainment of the 
truth, so that, no mistake shall be made and that everybody shall get that to 
which he is entitled, and that no one shall profit from the government.

from which class the great majority of emigrants come, and the- 
general prosperity which now prevails have produced a scarcity 
of farm labor, and. it is claimed, the agricultural industry is suf- 
fering In conseciuence. 
Because of this scarcity of labor tha- 


condition of those remaining at home has. to a degree, been im- 
proved. but the general condition is causing much alarm among 
land-owners, and a strong sentiment against emigration has developed. 
A very 
large proportion of male emigrants leave their native countries at a time wnen 
they are liable to military service, and this constitutes a strong objection t o 
such emigrants. 
On the contrary, it is true that, in some parts of liiuropo 
at least, emigration is not without its attending benefit, and this is recognized 
and considered. 
For example, there is a decided tendency on the part or 
aliens of certain nationalities to send back to their native countries a largo 
part of their earnings in the United States. 
The total amount of money thus 
transferred each year is enormous, and the greater part of it goes to countries 
where it is much noeded.^and therefore highly appreciated. 
Added to this is a 
desire on the part of nearly all the seaboard countries of Europe to build up 
a merchant marine, and as the carrying of emigrants is in many cases essen- 
tial to the success of such enterprises the attitude of sucl- governments to- 
v/ard emigration is affected accordingly. 
These are the real forces that con- 
trol the situation in Europe today, and the trend of affairs indicates that more 
attention and greater aupervision of emigration on the part of the countries 
most concerned will result. 
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Ihe Craze for Pearl Hunting

jWENTY years ago a pearl craze started in Wisconsin. 
E'. ry one 
dug clams. 
Mills stopped and the water was drawn from the mill 
ponds that the people might get the mussels more easily. 
Pre- 
vious to 1S95, according to the government report $300,000 worth 
of pearls were found In Wisconsin—Sugar River alone yielding 
$10,000 before becoming exhausted. 
At that time river pearls 
were not valued as highly as "Orientals." but now they are eager- 
ly bought by jewelers. 
Several years ago button factories were established at 
various points on the Mississippi River. 
Men collected clams and 
sold 
the 
shells to these factories to be made into pearl buttons. Some pearls were found 
and another craze soon started. 
Men flocked to the river from all walks of life. 
White men, red men, black men. brown men and women, all came, though after 
a month of sun, wind and river-water cpffee, racial characteristics were not con- 
spicuous. 


In the summer of 1902 it was said that 20.000 men were clamming on the 
Mississippi and its tributaries. 
In the spring of the next year the. rush was even 
greater, but this did not last long. 
Owing to the overfishing of the previous 
season the market was already overstocked and the price of shells had drop* 
per so low that by July comparatively few boats were at work. 
Many enormous 
beds that were thought inexhaustible had given out, the shell buyers rejected so 
many shells (only about a quarter of those caught were salable even at the low 
prices then prevailing) that in the latter part of the season the river was almost 
deserted.—From "Clamming Along -the Mississippi," in The Outing Magazine.

He ,breaks 
or picks oakum. The stones are worth less when broken than before. uaKum 
in these days of iron ships is of no use or value.

In fact, the casual ward has been 
for the purpose of keeping casuals away. In all London (as you know) oniy 
11.000 are desperate enough to accept this hospitality; there are thrice aa 
many who prefer to walk the streets.

Senator Dillingham, of Vermont. 
¡E constant and longcontinued drain upon the rural population 
from which class the great majority of emigrants come, and the 
general prosperity which now prevails have produced a scarcity 
of farm labor, and, it is claimed, the agricultural industry is suf­ 
fering in consequence. 
Because of this scarcity of labor tha* 


condition of those remaining at home lias, to a degree, been im­ 
proved, but the general condition is causing much alarm among 
land-ownors, and a strong sentiment against emigration has developed. A very 
large proportion of male emigrants leave their native countries at a time wnen 
they are liable to military service, and this constitutes a strong objection to 
such emigrants. 
On the contrary, it is true that, in some parts of Euiope 
at least, emigration is not without its attending benefit, and this is recognized 
and considered. 
For example, there is a decided tendency on the part o 
aliens of certain nationalities to send back to their native countries a ^ g e - 
part of their earnings in the United States. 
The total amount of money thus 
transferred each year is enormous, and the greater part of it goes to countiies 
where it is much needed,*and therefore highly appreciated. Added to this is a 
desire on the part of nearly all the seaboard countries of Europe to build up 
a merchant marine, and as the carrying of emigrants is in many cases essen­ 
tial to the success of such enterprises the attitude of sue!* governments to­ 
ward emigration is affected accordingly. 
These are the real forces that con­ 
trol the situation in Europe today, and the trend of affairs indicates that more 
attention and greater supervision of emigration on the part of the countries 
most concerned will result.

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fThe Craze lor Pearl Hunting 


B y T. F\ Giddings, 


[WENTY years ago a pearl craze started in Wisconsin. B*» ry one 
dug clams. Mills stopped and the water was drawn from the mill 
ponds that the people might get the mussels more easily. 
Pre­ 
vious to 1895, according to the government report $300,000 worth 
of pearls were found in Wisconsin—Sugar River alone yielding 
$10,000 before becoming exhausted. 
At that time river pearls 
were not valued as highly as “Orientals,” but now they are eager­ 
ly bought by jewelers. 
Several years ago button factories were established at 
various points on the Mississippi River. 
Men collected clams and sold the 
shells to these factories to be made into pearl buttons. Some pearls were found 
and another craze soon started. Men flocked to the river from ail walks of life. 
White men, red men, black men, brown men and women, all came, though after 
a month of sun, wind and river-water cpfifee, racial characteristics were not con­ 
spicuous. 


In the summer of 1902 it was said that 20,000 men were clamming on the 
Mississippi and its tributaries. In the spring of the next year the. rush was even 
greater, but this did not last long. 
Owing to the overfishing of the previous 
season the market was already overstocked and the price of shells had drop­ 
per so low that by July comparatively few boats were at work. Many enormous 
beds that were thought inexhaustible had given out, the shell buyers rejected so 
many shells (only about a quarter of those caught were salable even at the low 
prices then prevailing) that in the latter part of the season the river was almost 
deserted.—From “Clamming Along the Mississippi,“ in The Outing Magazine.

depends, of course, upon the number 
of men making it. 


"Secondly, the business of expert 


accounting, except so far as the best 
firms are concerned, has undeveloped 
to such an extent since it became 
generally known in Ameiiea, ten 
years ago, that even some of the rec- 
ognized concerns no longer give tne

If it did, the audits were faulty, 
li it did not, there is no reason for 
the directors to be surprised at the 
vanishing of $500,000 or even more. 
Any one who believes otherwise is at 
¡liberty to accept the challenge of the 
reputable accountant, who, naturally 
without wishing his name to be dis- 
closed, thus described what was tho 
matter with the system of safeguards 
aga*nst thefts of securities: 


"In the 
first 
place, some of 
the 
banking concerns do not have audits 
by competent accountants at stated 
intervals. 
Either they are unwilling 
to pay the price, or they 
consider 
that occasional inspections by insid- 
ers are suflicient. 
A complete audU 
by a reputable firm of experts is cost- 
ly. 
TJie sum each time may reach 
$3,000. 
For every fullfledged account- 
ant the firm charges $25 a day, and 
for the assistants, two or three of 
whom are under each accountant. $5 
a day. 
The length of the inspection 
depends, of course, upon the number 
of men making it. 


"Secondly, the business of expert 
accounting, except so far as the best 
firms are concerned, has undeveloped 
to such an extent since It became 
generally 
known 
in 
Amciica, 
ten 
years ago, that even some of the rec- 
ognized concerns no longer give the 
same attention to details they gave 
in the beginning; 
cheap help, to a 
large extent, has come to take the 
place of personal supervision by the 
men who built up the business, and 
there is a tendency to rush through 
jobs imperfectly, as the extent of thcj 
business Increases. 


"Jn order to understand that it is 
entirely impossible for a robbery of 
securities to take place in a 
bank 
and remain undiscovered by the ex- 
pert auditors, it is necessary to know 
what they are expected to. do. 
Be- 
sides 
3eeing 
that 
the 
books 
are 
straight and the records complete. It 
Js their duty, theoretically, to count 
'every bond or other valuable paper 
in the possession of the bank. 
The 
institutions 
that hold back any 
in- 
formation from the experts are too 
few to be considered, though there 
are Instances of banks refusing to al- 
low the men they employ to examine 
all the holdings, on the ground that 
some features of their business must 
be kept pri-vate. 
In almost all cases 
the . special 
auditors 
have 
a 
free 
swing. 


"If, then, 
every book and 
every 
bond Is scrutinized, it is manifestly 
ridiculous 
to suppose 
that an 
em- 
idoyee could steal securities from the 
vaults throughout a period punctuat- 
ed by an expert audit. 
Where there 
is a proper audit every three months, 
as is the case in many of the safest 
tanks, the thief can operate for two 


bidexterity therefore offers no insup- 
erable difficulties, and the economical, 
physiological 
and 
psychological 
ad- 
vantages are enormous.

RIGHT HAND OR BOTH HANDS. 


It is fortunate for the public that 
the really trustworthy chartered ac­ 
countants of this country do their 
work with great thoroughness, skill, 
and honesty. In New York they daily 
are engaged in inspections that show 
no flaw, and the same may be said 
of the best of them in other cities. 
However, confidence in the pick of 
the profession does not altogether 
■dispel fears of those who are a dis­ 
credit to it. 
The conscientious ac­ 
countant will be the first to endorse 
the plea that all the men in his bust- 
ness should be compelled by law to 
attend to their contracts efficiently. 


There has been no explanation to 
show how it was possible for a clerk 
to steal securities worth from $200,- 
000 to $500.000 from a New York 
banking institution a short time ago. 
The question doubtless occurred to 
everybody who heard of this robbery, 
one of the most daring and remark­ 
able crimes of recent years. 
Yet no 
one comes forward with an answer 
from Wall street, where there must 
be many bankers and accountants 
able to settle the curiosity of the ig­ 
norant, though rightfully interested, 
public. 


A flaw, a vital fault, exists some­ 
where in the system that permits 
such a theft. 
That much is certain. 


This fault is either the lack of what 
are called “audits,” or in the laxity 
of those audits, which are the inspec­ 
tions of books and records made for 
the 
banks 
by 
expert accountants, 
either firms or individuals. 
It is an 
undeniable fact—the authority for this 
assertion is a skilled accountant for 
years employed by a firm of national 
reputation—that no theft of bonds 
or 
securities 
is 
possible 
without 
speedy detection if the audits are 
properly conducted. No bank or trust 
company can be victimized by meth­ 
ods such as were used in the recent 
case so long as careful expert ac­ 
countants regularly and 
adequately 
audit the books. 
The thing is utter­ 
ly absurd from the accountant’s point 
of view. 


W hether the trust company that 
was robbed engaged experts to make 
regular audits has not been divulg­ 
ed. 
If it did, the audits were faulty. 


It it did not, there is no reason for 
the directors to be surprised at the 
vanishing of $500,000 or even more. 
Any one who believes otherwise is at 
¡liberty to accept the challenge of the 
reputable accountant, who, naturally 
without wishing his name to be dis­ 
closed, thus described what was the 
m atter with the system of safeguards 
aga!nst thefts of securities: 


‘‘In the first place, some of the 
banking concerns do not have audits 
by competent accountants at stated 
intervals. 
Either they are unwilling 
to pay the price, or they consider 
that occasional inspections by insid­ 
ers are sufficient. 
A complete audi.t 
by a reputable firm of experts is cost­ 
ly. 
TJie sum each time may reach 
$3,000. 
For every fullfledged account­ 
ant the firm charges $25 a day, and 
for the assistants, two or three of 
whom are under each accountant, $5 
a day. 
The length of the inspection 
depends, of course, upon the number 
of men making it. 


“Secondly, the business of expert 
accounting, except so far as the best 
firms are concerned, has undeveloped 
to such an extent since it became 
generally 
known 
in 
Ameilca, 
ten 
years ago, that even some of the rec­ 
ognized concerns no longer give the 
same attention to details they gavo 
in the beginning; cheap help, to a 
large extent, has come to take the 
place of personal supervision by the 
men who built up the business, and 
there is a tendency to rush through 
jobs imperfectly, as the extent of thq 
business increases. 


“In order to understand that it is 
entirely impossible for a robbery of 
securities to take place in a bank 
and remain undiscovered by the ex­ 
pert auditors, it is necessary to know 
what they are expected to, do. 
Be­ 
sides 
seeing 
that 
the 
books 
are 
straight and the records complete, it 
is their duty, theoretically, to count 
‘every bond or other valuable paper 
in the possession of the bank. 
The 
institutions that hold back any in­ 
formation from the experts are too 
few to be considered, though there 
are instances of banks refusing to al­ 
low the men they employ to examine 
all the holdings, on the ground that 
some features of their business must 
be kept private. 
In almost all cases 
the • special 
auditors 
have 
a 
free 
swing. 


“If, then, every book and every 
bond is scrutinized, it is manifestly 
ridiculous to suppose that .an em­ 
ployee could steal securities from the 
vaults throughout a period punctuat­ 
ed by an expert audit. 
Where there 
is a proper audit every three months, 
as is the case in many of the safest 


Four-Fifths of the Babies Said to Be 


Ambidextrous. 


Many reasons have been advanced 
for the prevalence of right handed­ 
ness. It is by some said to be the re­ 
sult of nursing and infantile treat­ 
ment, to be due to early practice in 
writing and drawing, to be the out­ 
come warfare, education and heredity, 
the result of mechanical law and other 
remote 
causes, 
according 
to 
the 
Strand. 
Sir James Sawyer declares 
that the preferential use of the right 
hand is due to the fact that in primi­ 
tive days man used the right hand for 
the purposes of offence, so as to keep 
the heart—the vital spot—as far as 
possible from the assault of an adver­ 
sary. 
Recent * experiments and obser­ 
vations, however, prove that single 
handedness is merely the result of 
faulty or restricted education. 


It is a curious instance of human 
contrariness that should one eye, one 
ear or one leg of a child show signs 
of diminished vigor the parents would 
instantly seek the cause of and if pos­ 
sible the remedy for that lamentable 
condition; yet for some inexplicable 
reason or prejudice the left hand of 
the average child is ruthlessly and 
deliberately neglected, until in mature 
years it is an undeveloped, useless 
and almost unnecessary appendage.

that out of every hundred persons 
born into this world eighty are con­ 
genitally ambidextrous—that 
is 
to 
say, they will instinctively reach for 
an object with either hand and only 
require proper instruction and train­ 
ing to develop both hands and arms 
to an equal degree of strength and 
skill. 


Of the remaining twenty seventeen 
will be right handed, while the other 
three will show a natural bias toward 
the left hand. 
The cultivation of am­ 
bidexterity therefore offers no insup­ 
erable difficulties, and the economical, 
physiological 
and 
psychological ad­ 
vantages are enormous. 


It is said that the Japanese soldiers 
can use their weapons with equal skill 
in either hand, for they are trained 
to be ambidextrous from childhood. 
At school they are taught to write 
and draw with both hands. In drawing 
and painting no 
supporting 
device 
whatever is used, the entire arm be­ 
ing employed. 


The German educational authorities, 
too, are at present giving considerable 
attention to left hand work, especially 
in 
their 
technical 
and 
mechanical 
schools. 
The students are taught to 
saw, plane and hammer as well with 
the left hand as with the right, and 
the economical and industrial import­ 
ance of ambidexterity is firmly im­ 
pressed upon the minds of young men 
and women.

Have Great Value—Will Figure Mors 
as Meat Figures Less« 


This country raised 5,0GI,S44 bush­ 
els of beans in 1900 and devoted 453.- 
SG7 acres to their cultivation. 
That 
is at the rate of a little over eleven 
bushels to the acre, or a little less 
than tho average yield for wheat tho 
country over. 
New York state raises 
more beans than any other state ex­ 
cept Michigan, and California is third 
in the list. 
Roughly speaking. New 
York’s beans belt is the western half 
of the state. 


Here as in Michigan beans have 
partly taken the place of wheat as a 
staple crop. 
They have proved moro 
remunerative and they have had the 
additional recommendation of improv­ 
ing the fertility of the soil through 
their ability to gather nitrogen from 
the air. 
As a* paper prepared by L. 
C. 
Corbett for the Department of 
Agriculture remarks, it is the bean’s 
peculiar distinction to provide food 
for both man and soil.

Two Men Injured in Wreck. 


Gettysburg, Feb. 22.—Two menecrioUB- 
ly injured and two car« badly smashed are 
the result of an accident on the "Y" last 
night 
M. A. Garvin, conductor of the 
train ariiving here at 9 o'clock over the 
Philadelphia & Reading and Mr, Clay, 
baggageman ou the Eame train, stood on 
the same train as it started to back around 
the 
as it does every night to get 
in position for the morning. A Western 
Maryland "extra" was making up and 
had left twelve large coal cars on the 
switch without lights and with no one to 
watch them. 
T h e passenger backed 
around and as the night was unusually 
dark was on the cars before either man 
had time to jump. 


The force with which the passenger hit 
the freight caused the mail car, on which 
both men were standing, to rise up, at the 
same time mashing in the front of the car 
and throwing Mr, Garvin to the floor, 
freight rebounded and threw the mail car 
forward throwing Mr. Clay ten feet out on 
the tracks. The impact broke the end of 
the freight car and scattered coal over the 
tracks and on the mail car burying Mr, 
Garvin completely. 


Mr. Clay was taken to the engine house 
where upon examination by Drs. Stewart 
and Dalby it was found that both legs 
were broken near the knees and that he 
was badly bruised and cut. 


Mr. Garvin was pinned beneath the 
brake rod and under the coal. He w^as 
extricated with some difficulty and carried 
to his home on Buford avenue. Dr. Hart- 
man examined him and found three ribs 
broken, a severe cut on his right shoulder 
and a large bruise over his abdomen. 
In- 
ternal injuries are feared. There are nu- 
merous minor cuts over his hands and 
body. 


Mr. Clay was taken to his home in Hnr- 
risburg on this morning's train.

Children Hurt When Stage Falls. 
Hanover, Feb# 23.—Four young ladies 
were seriously injured by the fail of 
platform on the stage at the opera house 
yesterday afternoon—Misses Hattie Dodge 
daughter of J. F. Dodge, formerly of New 
Oxford, Lucy M. Fuhrman, aged 12 j^ears. 
Bertha Heusner, and Mamie V. Sterner. 
Several othersjwere slightly injured. 


The accident occurred between 6 and 
4 o'clock, during the final rehearsal of 
"The Making of the flag," with 250 young 
lady participants. This was to have been 
given last night under the auspices of 
Washington Camp, No. 328, P. 0. S. of A, 


At the time the accident occurred about 
100 young ladies were seated upon an el- 
evated stand, which occupied almost the 
entire stage, when one of the girls ex- 
claimed that she heard a cracking noise. 
Another young miss cried out ''The stage 
is breaking." 


This instantly caused a panic and when 
all frantically started to leave the stand 
one end of the structure collapsed, precip- 
itating the occupants to the floor below. 
Miss Dodge suffered a severe sthock from 
the fall. Up to late last night she was 
unable to use her limbs. Lucy Fuhrman's 
left leg was broken, a compound fracture 
between the knee and ankle. 
Bertha 
Heusner was severely bruised on the left 
leg below the knee. Miss Sterner was se- 
verely bruised on the bridge of the nose. 


The accident was due to a defective 
plank, which broke causing the structure 
to collapse. 


A platform which eave way was erected 
at the rear of the stage, on which the par- 
ticipants were seated. This platform was 
bui t in steps, the highest part about fif- 
teen feet above the level of the stage. The 
participants were divided into two sec- 
tions, on either side. 


At last accounts, Wednesday morning, 
the condition of Miss Hattie Dodge, was 
quite critical, and but slight change has 
been made since the "accident occurred. 
She is perfectly conscious, but beyond 
ability of slightly raising her arms, has no 
muscular control of her body.

Important Decision. 


McSherrystown, Feb. 23.—A decision 
in tho case of the Commonwealth vs. Wil- 
lis Appier, a public school teacher of Ox- 
ford township, Adams county, charged 
with an alleged violation of the State 
Health laws, was made by Squire V. H- 
Lilly, of McSherrystown, laßt evening, in 
which he discharged the defendant, 


Whether or not an appeal will be taken 
we have not learned. 


The suit was brought by John E, Krug, 
a school director of the township, who 
wanted Mr, Appier to answer why "spell- 
ing bees" held by him at Red Hill school 
house were not conducted with the same 
regard to public health as regular sessions 
of the school. 


The defendant was firm in upholding 
the law regarding vaccination and M'ould 
not admit pupils to his school who did 
not possess certificates of successful vacci- 
nation, Accordingly 18 or 19 scholars 
were debarred from the daily sessions, 
owing to the resistance of the parent« to 
the law, but these children attended the 
spelling classes without opposition. 


The interpretation of the law, in the 
decision of Justice Lilly is '*that a spell- 
ing claae does not constitute a seseiou of 
the school.^'

Spraying Attaclinient of Hose Nozzle. 


Tho hose is now a household es- 
sential, and where it is put to the use 
of watering the garden, in'addition 
to the other duties imposed upon it, 
it is desirable that it should be sup- 
plied with a sprinkling attachment. 
The usual manner of accomplishing 
this is by means of a thread, and a 
couple of turns of the two parts of 
the nozzle by which the stream is 
transformed from a solid jet to a 
spray. 
It Is often desirable to make 
this change a number of times Avhilo 


using the hose, and while the opera- 
tion of making the 
transformation 
seems simple enough, it is somewhat 
of a bother. 
The solid jet is ruinous 
If applied to the lawn or garden, as 
Its force digs up the soil and 
the 
body of water carries it off. 


A very simple attachment has been 
recently invented by which the stream 
from a plain nozzle may be exchanged 
at will Into a spray with the least 
possible amount of labor, with no loss 
of time and with no possibility of any 
accidents resulting from tho efforts 
of the operator to make this change. 


The new apparatus consists of a 
fan-shaped blade mounted by means 
of a hinge attachment to the body 
of the nozzle. 
The blade has a por- 
tion extending back to a point which 
Is convenient to the operator. 
This 
blade Is normally held away from the 
stream, hut a slight pressure in the 
rear extension brings it instantly in 
contact with the stream and breaks it 
up into the 
desired 
spray. 
Upon 
being released the blade Is carried 
away from the stream and the water 
emerges in an unbroken body.

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The Mystery qf Sleep

At the climax of our powers from 
one-third 
to oue-half of our 
whole 
life is spent In sleep, and in our in- 
fancy nearly all our time is given to 
it. 
Yet. strange to say, while every 
human being from the time of Adam 
until this hour hafe known sleep from 
actual experience, no man can ac- 
curately define or explain it. 


It cannot be wholly fatigue (hat In- 
duces sleep, 
else 
why 
should 
the 
feeble octogenarian sleep least and 
the infant who docs nothing In par- 
ticular sleep many times as much 
as its grandparents? 
Even modern 
science is most vague on this baf- 
fling subject and finds no better use 
for it than "the repair of wasted tis- 
sues." 


Unquestionably research with 
the 
microscope does prove that fatigue, 
in some degree at any rate, exhausts 
and vitiates the nerve cells, while 
rest and sleep appear to restore them 
to the normal. When Lord Brougham 
returned home after his brilliant and 
exhaustive defense of Queen 
Caro- 
line he retired at once to bed almost 
in a state of collapse and gave orders 
that he was not to Tie disturbed on 
any account, no matter how long ho 
should sleep. 
His lordship's house- 
hold obeyed; 
but their 
amazement 
grew into positive terror when the 
young advocate's "nap" had prolonged 
itself forty-eight hours! 
Brougham's 
physician afterward declared this mar- 
velous sleep was nature's own rem- 
edy for relieving a terrific mental 
strain and had certainly warded off 
some serious brain disorder. 


But, then, every one of us at least 
knows 
the 
marvelous 
recuperative 
value of a long sleep. 
And yet all 
this time digestion, respiration 
and 
many other vital functions are in full 
power, just as in the waking hours. 
Only the senses and the higher cere- 
bral manifestations are less active. 


It seems clear we need more than 
three or four times as much nourish- 
ment while awake than asleep. 
And 
y^t we wake In the morning without 
either hunger or faintness such as in- 
variably accompany 
a 
long waking 
fast. 
Moreover, the 
first 
morning 
meal is ordinarily the lightest of tho 
day, with people free to consult their 
own tastes in these matters. 


How shall we explain this strange 
discrepancy in the action of the stom- 
ach by day and by night? 
It is no 
answer that we work in the day, hence 
waste and hunger; for the same crav- 
ing for food during the day is ex- 
perienced by a person taking little 
or no physical exercise as by the 
br'cklayer, foundryman or other work- 
er engaged In the hardest 
manual 
toil. 


Obviov-sly. 
then, 
a 
condition 
of 
things has be'^n superinduced In slosp 
which Involves not o^ly a discontinu- 
ance of IntpT^course with the world, 
but a positive suspension of 
some 
of the s^.'^rnest exactions of our nat- 
ure. 


There 
is another result of 
deep 
sleep which is seldom remarked. Lie 
down upon bed or couch, and however 
tired you may be you will rarely re- 
main in one position long if you be 
awalvD. 
At frequent intervals you 
feel an Impulse to turn over or move 
some-of your limbs to relieve what 
has become an uncomfortable posi- 
tion. 
On the other hand, when you 
fall asleep, even though you have the 
hard ground for a couch and, like 
Jacob, a stone for a pillow, yon may 
lie quietly for many hours Viithout 
moving, except for Involuntary res- 
piration. 
Nor when you awake will 
you experience any discomfort even 
in that part of the body which has 
borne the most pressure, 
such 
as 
could not be contentedly endured for 
five minutes when awake. 


Indeed, not only will there bo no 
sense of pain or discomfort, but rath- 
er one of positive refreshment. 
It is 
said—among the myriad theories of 
sleep—that this condition Is merely 
"the assertion of the lower or vege- 
tative consciousness;" and, further, 
that if the higher Intellectual 
con- 
sciousness couid hold permanent sway 
sleep v/ould cease altogether. 


The length of time a man can pre- 
serve his mental 
faculties 
without 
sleep varies with the Individual con- 
stitution; but ihe inevitable result is 
delirium 
before 
maoy 
days. 
The 
Chinese punish certam flagrant crim- 
inals by a system of diabolical teas- 
ing so as to prevent sleep altogether; 
and this is regarded with the utmost 
horror even by the most hardened 
criminals. 


When Napoleon attempted the con- 
quest of Hayti, Toussaint 
L'Ouver- 
ture, who had become commander-in- 
chief of the negro troops, could not 
venture on a pitched battle with the 
Napoleonic 
veterans, 
but had. re- 
course to a less risky, yet more ef- 
fective method. 
No soonor had tho 
French troops fallen asleep at night 
than Toussaint made 
a feint of at- 
tacking them, thus rousing them all 
under arms and in a state of great 
excitement, 
These tactics were re- 
peated so frequently that even the 
greatest of the Napoleonic warriors 
were utterly worn out, and in time an 
army of 30,000 was reduced to a bare 
5,0U0 effectives, without having foughi 
a single battle. 


It is noteworthy in this connection 
that' the world's greatest 
intellects 
have done with very little sleep. 
Bis- 
marck, Gladstone and Zola rarely ex- 
ceeded six hours; Napoleon himself, 
with Goethe, Schiller, Balzac and Hum- 
boldt, took but a bare four; while 
\jord Bacon, Jeremy Taylor and Bax- 


ter seldom allowed themselves more 
than three hours' sleep. 
Thomas A. 
Edison and the late Pope Leo XIII. 
also kept within this very low limit. 


If only we could do without sleep 
altogether our lives would be one- 
third as long again as they are. But 
experiments tried upon patients with 
a view to testing the physiology of 
Insomnia 
have 
shown 
that 
death 
would surely result In less than a 
week if sleep were entirely prevent- 
ed. 
Meanwhile, although the most 
familiar of all phenomena, sleep and 
all 
appertaining 
to 
It—especially 
dreams—remain a profound mystery 
even to the most advanced science of 
today.—New York Press. 


THE OLD BRASS 
GUNS. 


A Reminiscence of the Old West Point 


Light 
Battery. 


On the right, as we pursued our 
way, lay the deep, green plain, after- 
ward trod so many times, now 
at 
drill, now at parade, and now at will 
with some dear fellow cadet at our 
side; its every blade we may believe 
holds 
in 
sweetest 
recollection 
tho 
boys who with courageous and loving 
hearts trod it in the glow of their 
youth. 
On the left was the cavalry 
and artillery plain; and I have no 
doubt the old brass guns of the light 
battery parked upon 
it 
exchanged 
smiles as they saw us pass, three 
greeu boys headed toward the adju- 
tant's office. 
And yet. for all your 
mirth, we came to knov/ you well! We 
drilled beside you for three years, we 
sliw you move off to the war—led on 
by Capt. Charles Griffin, our instruc- 
tor in light 
artillery, 
that 
winter 
morning of 1861 with the moon Just 
settling down behind the dark brow 
of Crow Nest—and heard the good-by 
of your rumbling, chuckling wheels. 
Once more I saw 
you—when 
you 
were wheeling into 
"action 
front" 
near Grant's headquarters in the bat- 
tle of the Wilderness. 


One or two Incidents of that morn- 
ing of the great battle I must make 
a place for here. 
I was carrying a 
despatch from Gen. Warren to Gen. 
Wadsworth. 
The latter 
was 
killed 
and his lines 
driven 
through 
the 
woods before I could reach him, and 
while on this ride I saAV a soldier 
sitting at the root of a tree near tho 
Wilderness Run amid a clump of blue 
and dogtooth violets. 
He had pluck- 
ed some of them, and they were lying 
loosely now in his white, dead hand, 
while his head had fallen limply to 
the left as he rested against the tree. 
V/as his last dream of home, of the 
violets blooming along the run 
he 
followed as a boy? 


It was when I was returning from 
this ride, and had 
nearly 
reached 
Grant's headquarters, that the battery 
came rushing by. They were regulars, 
and I did not know which battery it 
was till, as the trail of one of the 
pieces fell, the sergeant turned; his 
eye brightened and then, much to my 
surprise^ he smiled at me; and behold! 
It was the old West Point Battery! 
and I recognized the sergeant as tho 
leader of those little devils, the West 
Point drummer boys of my day! My 
heart never spoke more warmly or 
sincerely than at that moment as my 
glance met his, and if I could have 
done so, I'd gladly have grasped his 
hand. 
Yes, we and the guns of the 
West Point battery came to know one 
another right well after that sunny 
day when we first met on our way to 
the adjutant's office.—Morris Schaff 
In the Atlantic Monthly. 


SALMON FAMILY IN ALASKA, 


Curious Habits as Observed by a Res* 
¡dent of the 
Territory. 


"There Is nothing more curious con- 
nected with the finny tribe than to 
watch the doings of the salmon fam- 
ily in Alaska," said Frank Watson of 
that territory. 


"The most singular thing of all is 
that after the females deposit their 
spawn 
their earthly career 
termin- 
ates, and I have seen the bottoms of 
creeks covered with their dead bod- 
ies. 
They give birth to thousands of 
their kind and immediately die, 
The 
young ones are then taken care of 
by tho male salmon, and it is a- well- 
known fact that in three years from 
thelr^ birth the offspring reappear on 
tlie very ground of their origin. There 
are four varieties of this superb fish 
v/hich make their appearance in regu« 
lar order of succession. 


"In tho spring the first to arrive is 
the magnificent king salmon, which 
weighs all the way from 15 to 90 
pounds. 
I have myself caught one 
weighing 52 pounds. 
About June 1 
comes 
the 
socKey 
or 
red 
salmon, 
which visits our shores in enormous 
numbers, and which is the common 
canning variety. A little later appears 
the log salmon, which only the In- 
dians will eat, and finally, in August 
and September, the beautiful silver 
salmon arrives, the prettiest fish in 
all the world and one of the most 
palatable. 


**When ttie salmon enter the fresh 
water, by a curious trick of nature 
their skin becomes red, but this pink 
Ime does not affect the whiteness of 
their fiesh. It is seldom that salmon 
will journey up a glacier stream, but 
the streams that have lakes at their 
heads literally swarm v/ith them.''

Charrets have been pronounced by 
chemists to b^ napthaline. 
He dis- 
putes the arguments on which this 
conclusion is based 
and says that 
with the larger apparatus he is now 
constructing he will prove clearly in 
a month or two that he has produced 
real diamonds. 


As to the Bordas 
gems, jewelers 
say 
they 
only 
resemble precious 
fitones. 
Bordas himself regards his 
transformation of spar irto precious 
fitones simply in the light of labor- 
atory experiments and not a matter 
of having commercial value, as the 
process is too costly. 
In order to 
transform a piece of spar into q, topaz 
he subjects it to contact with a tube 
containing a milligramme of radium 
for six weeks. 
' The whole amount of radium in 
the world is said to be two centi- 
grammes. 
Mme. Curie has one cen- 
tigramme.

bonbons and pastry, serve them in 
fiome form for afternoon tea or for 
light lunches in the morning. 
Eat 
them in the summer even more than 
during the winter months, for nothing 
is better or more nourishing for the 
entire system than this fruit, espe- 
cially as it is not heating. 


"The skin, if properly masticated, 
is not injurious, but the best plan 
is to cut it off, for it is usually tough, 
as 13 the outer coat of most fruits. 
Apple sauce, baked apples, even ap- 
ple pie, Js an aid to digestion, despite 
the crust that is ordinarily considered 
hard to assimilate. 
The best time to 
eat apples is after meals, when all 
the fluids necessary have been taken 
into the stomach, for if milk, coffee 
or water are drank after taking this 
fruit Ihey lessen its power to help 
digestion."

ASIATICS DISPLACING AVHITKS. 


Japanese Also Beginning to Control 
Canneries and Mines. 


The situation which culminated in 
the Vancouver riots has been causing 
the Canadian authorities much un- 
easiness ever since the heavy influx 
of Japanese began shortly after the 
war with Russia. 
This immigration, 
reinforced by that from India, as- 
sumed such large proportions as seri- 
ously to threaten the labor situation, 
and brought about the organization 
of so-called Asiatic exclusion leagues 
and a demand for the enactment of a 
law similar to that which regulates 
the Asiatic immigration into Natal. 


According to recent reports from 
the British Northwest, the labor sup- 
ply for the salmon fisheries and can- 
neries is now largely Japanese, who 
are displacing the white and Indian 
labor formerly employed,. The Jap- 
anese also have spread to the lumber 
camps and into agricultural pursuits 
and the mines. 
In fact, Japanese 
capital Is said now to control a num- 
ber of canneries and copper mines, 
and also to have acquired agricultural 
lands in no small quantities. 
The 
Japanese are also turning their atten- 
tion to the shipping industry in Brit- 
ish Columbian waters, and Japanese 
individuals and companies are report- 
ed to own a number of vessels used 
in this coastwise and inland water- 
way commerce. 


From time to time meetings of or- 
ganized labor associations formed to 
combat 
Asiatic 
immigration 
have 
made their grievances known to the 
Dominion 
authorities, 
but all at- 
tempts to obtain 
legislative 
action 
have failed. The Colonial authorities 
apparently have found themselves in 
the 
dilemma of embarrassing the 
home Government's foreign policy as 
manifested In the alliance with Japan 
or risking serious political changes 
by disregarding the demands of or- 
ganized labor in the Northwest. 


Mr. Ishil, the Director of the Com- 
mercial Bureau of the Japanese For- 
eign Ofllce, who was involved in the 
riots at Vancouver, came to this coun- 
try to investigate and report on the 
recent anti-Japanese demonstrations 
in San Francisco, 
While this was 
given out as the specific object of his 
visit, it is generally understood that 
his mission was to make a thorough 
study of the whole Japanese question 
on the continent and to ascertain the 
cause and extent of whatever preju- 
dice may exist against the Japanese, 
He spent some time in San Francisco, 
and after traveling extensively in the 
United States went to British Colum- 
bia.

liUtter Dug From Bogs. 


From time to time lumps of butter 
are dug out of the Irish bogs, and 
specimens of it may be seen in var- 
ious museums. 
A chemical examina- 
tion has recently been made of a 
sample of such butter^ which was 
found four feet below the surface of a 
bog at Maghery, County Tyrone. The 
original lump, which weighed about 
twenty pounds, is probably some cen- 
turies old; and it is suggested that it 
had been put into peat water to pre- 
serve it or to give it a Jlavor, and 
had been forgotten. 
Yet so effectu- 
ally bad the fat been preserved by 
the peat water that it still retained 
many of the chemical characteristics 
of butter fat, though its appearance 
had greatly changed. 
The exterior 
wag white and 
granular, and the 
whole mass had been converted dur- 
ing the passage of years into a wax- 
H'i© material.—Chicago Keivs.
